1 . The drawings were received on March 20, 2006. These drawings are not accepted. 
The new sheet of drawings needs a figure number and figure number needs to be

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 12-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable Hoffman 
6,830,281 over in view of Laper 6,505,875. 

Regarding claim 12, Hoffman '281 discloses a mechanical lift system that is designed to 
open and close a vehicle canopy by means of hinges (23) and a power lift arm (30) in Figure 1 
but does not show to open and close the vehicle canopy from its side position. 

Laper 6 875 teaches to open and close the vehicle canopy from its side position in Figure 

4. 

Regarding claim 12, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to make the vehicle canopy of mechanical lift system of 
Hoffman '281, open from its side position, as taught by Laper '875, in order to allow a mounted 
truck canopy to be raised to a truck bed side wall. 
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Regarding claim 13, Hoffman '281, as modified, discloses the invention, is comprised of 
securing of one side of a vehicle canopy to the upper side of the vehicle bed by means of a 
continuous hinge allowing the canopy to open 90 degrees and close to its original position. 

Regarding claim 14, Hoffman '281, as modified, discloses the invention, is a mechanical 
lift system comprising a base plate which is secured to the inside bed of a vehicle; an upright arm 
connected to the base plate and secured to the inside portion of the upper rim of the vehicle bed; 
and a lift arm which is pivotally connected to the upright arm, and follows with other pivotally 
connections the inside contour of the vehicle canopy to the canopies opposite inside base. 

Regarding claim 15, Hoffman '281, as modified, discloses the invention, has an enclosed 
heavy duty actuator power unit comprised of a ball screw actuator piston which connected to the 
base plate with an in-line base clevis; a 12 volt direct current motor, driving a gear reduction 
system attached to the encased screw jack piston which lifts and lowers the canopy on demand 
via a reverse polarity toggle switch. 

Regarding claim 16, Hoffman '281, as modified, discloses the invention, can have a 
hydraulic lift arm comprising a hydraulic cylinder piston that connects to the base plate with an 
in-line base clevis; a hydraulic or electric hydraulic pump, powered by the vehicle with control 
valves and lines connected to the cylinder.
